Washington, March 10.— Failure of the 


navy department to fully cooperate in 
the war during the first six months 
after America's entry cost half a mil- 
lion livefi, fifteen billion dollars, 2,500,000 
tons of shipping and prevented a victory 
over Germany by July, 1918, Hear Ad- 
miral Sims told the senate investigat- 
ing committee today in presenting doc- 
umentary evidence in support of his 
charge* of delay against the depart- 
ment. The officer read to the commit- 
tee recommendations he had made to 
the department immediately upon his 
arrival in London in 191*.. A cablegram 
sent late in April 1917 said the critical 
area where the war would be won or 
lost, was in the eastern Atlantic at the 
focus of all -lines of ocean communica-. 
lion to England and France. 
Admiral Sims told the committee that 


although he repeatedly urged that every 
destroyer and small craft that could be 
sent to sea be despatched immediately 
to this area, his recommendation was 
not complied with until about six months 
later. 
He also recommended, h% said, that 


two divisions of the American dread- 
naughts be sent to the base at Brest 
to guard against .raids in the English 
channel by Geramn cruiser forces, but 
this recommendation was entirely dis- 
regarded. 
Failure of the department to throw 


the full force of the navy into the 
struggle, he said, resulted in the unne- 
cessary loss of 1,500,000 tons of ship- 
ping by submarine attack in 1917 and 
1,000,000 tons in 1918. 
"If the tonnage lost in 1917 hacl been 


'saved by the prompt cooperation of 
the navy," he said, "America could have 
had a million men in France at the 
beginning of 1918 instead of 300,000." 


Admiral Sims said the German offens- 


ive of 1918 was due to the failure of 
the German submarine campaign and 
that" in all probability it never would 
have been undertaken and the morale of 
the Germati people -would tiave broken 
if the American troops had. been more 
promptly despatched to France. 
He 
estimated on the basis of what hap- 
pened when • the American forces did 
arrive that that victory could have been 
achieved by July 1918 if the tonnage 
had been preserved.

An auto|>sy 
conducted under police auspices reveal- 
cd that all the four bullets entered tne 
guard's heart and police believe he was 
murdered. 
All of the five convicts who were 


present at the time of the shooting say 
Shoemaker committed suicide. 
Xo motive could be established last 


night around which to evolve a murder 
theory, save for a possible attempt to 
escape.

into consideration all items of taxable 
income, and each item itself must be 
accurate in amount. Guesses and es- 
timares must be a\cmled, for the re- 
turn is made under oath. 


Everybody who hail nn income dur- 


ing 1919 must now determine whether 
his or her net income was sufficient iu 
amount to require an Income Tax re- 
turn. The best way to find out is to 
get a Form W40A and follow the in- 
structions printed on it. 
That fown 


will serve as a reminder of every item 
of income: and if a return is due, it 
tells how to prepare and file it. 


One of the important point* to keep 


in mind is'that a person's net income 
is found by n computation prescribed 
in the law, and that each Item of in- 
come from every source mt^st be con- 
sidered, unless specifically exempted. 


Another thing to-' remember is that 


tin personal exemption allowed tax- 
payers by law has no relation whatever 
to the requirement to file return.

Concentrated in That Luminous 


Radium Dial. 


If you own a radium-dialed watch 


with luminous figures and hands, then 
you are the possessor of a vast power 
plant of no mean proportions, says the 
Electrical Experimenter. 
There is 


sufficient radium on your watch dial 
to haul your train homeward, if it 
couTd be properly applied. ' 


As the matter stands, the innocent- 


looking radium dial does not seem to 
possess any extraordinary amount of 
concentrated energy, but this is only 
apparently the case, and not actually 
so; for the reason that while the 
amount of activity manifested by the 
radium paint on the dial is small, this 
effect will keep up for 2.500 years, pro- 
vided the zinc sulphide, with which the 
radium is miied so as to produce a 
glow, held out that long. The zinc 
sulphide in most cases gives out in 
about eight to ten years. 


Now, if we could but find a way to 


make the radium release all its energy 
in a few hours, instead of spreading 
it over 2,500 years, it would not be 
difficult to make a motor that would 
utilize this energy.
